Church hath already caught; or hinder 
their entrance whom ſhe yer longs for. 
Here then Virtue is the chief Behaviour, 
and ( if my Text may judge of carriage) 
he cannot want complement, that wants 
not innocency. Boaſt not now of a Court- 
GS „or a ſmooth faining language: 
Godlineſs is good manners, and Regene- 
ration the nobleſt birth; yea, he is beſt 
bred who gives no offence, 

Here is a Direction to a great City from 
a greater ApoFle , which may challenge 
your attentions, becauſe it was written 
by St. Paul.

Corinth was rich indeed, in Gold and 
HMerchandize,inthe wealth of Greece, and 
in the Commodities of all other N\ ations : 
only here was her poverty, ſhe was too 
rich in Religion: For (as if they were to 
beſold too) ſhe had choice of each ſeve- 
rall ſort, J#dai/m, Pagani/m,and Chriſti - 
aniſm. VVant any Faith? Corinth can fur - 
niſh you. Here you may deſcry a ¶ Hurcn 
there a Shrine, yonder a Synagogue: In 
this place you may ſee Chriſt worthi pped, 
80 on, you may hear Him queſtioned; and 
in the next ſtreet blaſphemed. Nay, the 
Chriftian part was not well ſettled : ſome 
were of ſtrong Reſolution, others weak, 
of an inconſtant frame: ſo that this bap- 
ted number ſcarce ſeemed one body, the 
members were ſo unlike. Amidſt this ſez 
of diſtractions, the ¶ hurch muſt needs ha- 
zard Shipwrach, if an Apoſtle be not the 
Pilot. Hence therefore he draws his dire - 
Qing Compaſs, and my Text is the Card 
which they muſt ſail by, Give no effence, 
neither to the ems, nor to the Gentiles, nor 
tothe Church of God.

Paul himſelf taught 
them, that An idol war wothing?as little able 
to unhallow meat, as to fo he it ? what 
hurt then in theſe /olemn meeting, where 
they might maintain friendſpip,' without 
loſs to Religion? the apoſtle replies, v. 1 9. 


An idol indeed i not hing: but theſe things 


are ſacrificed to Devils, and therefore to 
partake in theſe religious meetings, is to 
communicate with Devi la; a fact in its own 
nature, and in it ſelf unlawful.Nay(belides 
the crime) it was moſt groſly ſcandalous,

imagine the Diſciples were Idalatars,; and 
then, what hope of their converſion 2 ſe- 
condly, to the Gentiles, for if {hriſtians 
will be their aſſociates, their religion ſure 
was not then ſo blameable, Laſtly, to the 


Church, who muſt needs grieve, that bay

firſt ſons ſhonld be Apeſtates ; but eſpe- 
cially to thoſe of the weaker ſort, whoſe

Others there were that did offend more 
modeſtly, whoſe actions were in themſelvs 
indifferent , only they were too careleſs, 
and therefore to be accounted ſinners, be- 
cauſe they made others ſin. Such were 
they that torbare theJemples, and yet did 
eat too, witch the. offence. of others. For 
ſee, theſe meats may lawfully be bought 
in the Market,y.25 where they were often 
ſold for their Prieſts commodity(as Hero - 
detus intimates in his Euter pe, and S. Ang. 
in his 78, Prop. upon the Romans ) they

Vve read, that Peter (this daies Saint) 
was checked by our Apoſtle , about this- 
point we have in hand, I withſtood him 
to the face (faithhe) for be was to be bla- 
med, Galat. 2, the reaſon was, becauſe by 
his diſſembling carriage he had ſeduced 
Barnabas , and Mven ſcandal to the new- 


won Gentiles, which were at Antioch, How 


this can ſtand with Peters commanding 
ſupremacy, let the Jeſuits ſce to it: 1 on- 
ly obſerve from 8. Aug. Eft laus, &c. (tis 
in his 9. Bpiſtle.) Iwas Peters honour, 
that he was thus rebuked, for it appea- 
red by his ſerious amendment, how good 
he was, and how tractable, and his re- 
pentance gave this unqueſtioned teſtimo- 
ny, that his heart was as full of humility, 
as it was of zeal. 

- Beloved, he beſt keeps this day, who 
imitates this Apoſtle, who doth as well 
follow, as remember him : and without 
all doubt, the only way to become a Saint, 
is to be ſuch an Auditor. I hus then do 
theſe Apoſtles both preach unto you, St. 
Peter by his example, and S. Paul in the 
words which I have choſen, Give none of- 
fence, neither to Jew nor Gentile, And firſt 
hear what I called my firſt part, Give none 
offence, by doing things which in themſelves 
are unlam ful.

What an Offence is, may beſt be known 
by that Metaphor wherein my Text decy- 
phers it, For Ileooxouuea,(the word implied 
which we render Offence) properly ligni- 
ſies ſome let, that hinders our ſure footing, 
a ſtone perhaps, or the like impediment, 
wherby our feet trip, and faulter. And you 
know that Chriſt is not our life only, but 
our true way to life, by faith in him we all 
here walk towards heaven. He therefore 
may be ſaid to offend us, at whoſe bad 
actions we either ſtumble, and ſo ſlack our 
pace; or elſe at whoſe vile example we fall 
flat down; and grow lame by impenitency. 
Zertulian will have it, Male rei exemplum 
adi ficaus ad deliſtum: An edifying fin, that 
helps to build up tranſgreſſions. For, when 
upon the foundation of a bad example, we 
are brought to lay our ſin too, then the 
building is compleat, the Schools that they 
may make this Vice more conſpicuous, op- 
pole it to a Vertue, which they call Cor: 
rectio frattum, Brotherly reproof, a chief, 
and main part of Charity. For, we were 
not created for our ſelves alone, nor may 
we learn for this reaſon only, to become 
learned, but that we may be Teachers too. 
We ate ſo far bound ſrom offending, that 
we. muſt do good to others. Twas the

Quare of Cain: Am I my Brothers 
Keeper. | 
Ihe diſpute is too ſubtle, whether all 
ſeducing crimes be offences or no, eſpe- 
cially; when they do harm beyond the 
Actors intention? as when Ammon 
com ted Thamar, was it Inceſt, or a 
Scandall? for his intent was not his ſi- 
ſters ruine, but his own foule delight. 
The more wary Doctors conclude, 
it was both: but J leave it, Athens: 
s more fit for ſuch Diſcourſes, and 
I mult remember we are now at Co- 
rinth. 58 

It may better deſerve our thoughts, 
to conſider with what variety of dan- 
gerous attempts Scandal beſets our weak- 
neſſe, how it bids open war, and uſeth 
our own Paſſions, as Engines, to aſſault 
us. In this man it deals by Love, in the 
next by Fear, a third it aſſailes by Ha- 
tred; it (indeed) bribes our affections, 
and ma kes them all turn Traytors to the 
Soul. This appears in that grand ſinne:

and becauſe a Prepbet, his life was thought 
exemplary : if then he turn wanton, who 
will not follow him? probably there 
were ſome among the people, who would 
{ſooner be brought to think Adultery no 
fin ; then to hold David vitious. Thus 
Cue drankenneſs pave ſcandal to ſtrict 
Seneca, whoſe Philoſophy could not dif 
cern the Fice it ſelf ; becauſe it was cloa- 
thed in a grave example. 2. Upon the 
Philiſtins it wrought by hatred : they de 
reſted his Perſon , and from hence began 
to blaſpheme his God too: what hope 
now to make them Proſe/ytes ? nay, what 
reproachſul words would they not utter?

not but expect what they knew he deſer- 
ved. Would the Diſciples but have turned 
bad to pleaſe him, they might(no doubt}. 
have kept their Faith, by forſeiting their 
Manners: but they had learned rather- 
5 ſuffer for Truth, then to ſinne for 
tar. 

You ſee, by Davids fact, how true it ĩs 
of this infectious ſin, what holy (prin 
bath of thoſe who were preſent at the old 
Pagan-ſports, Diſcit facere, dum conſueſcit 
videre (in his 6+ de ſpectaculis.) At theſe 
ſports each Spectator becomes an Agent, 
and acts a part by ſeeing Actors play.

den place d nay, tis plain, this paſlage is 
concerning Doctrine too: for (without 
all doubt) the Apoſtle did not more la- 
bour to correct the Deeds of this Church, 
then to mend the Errors of their miſ-led 
Opinions, Give then no ſcandall, neither 
by Life nor Doctrine, neither by wicked 
44, nor more vile Opinions, let neither 
your hand caſt ſtones, nor your tongue 
utter rocks to the People; dopiozoreu i- 
— Give none off ence in things unlaW- 


The application followes , Neither to 
the Fewer, nor to the Gentiles, nor tothe 


Church of God. 


But what? In one Corinth ſo miny 
factious varieties? fewer againſt Gen- 
tiler, and both theſe too divided * 

"v5, JR the 
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the Chriſtians ? amidſt theſe diftraci- 
ons, tis beſt ſure to be Neutral, for who 
would yet make choice of any Faith? Let 
the Scribe either yeild to the Goel, ot 
the Sophies of Greece to the Law of Moſer, 
or elſe let 8. Paul give way to the Phils 
ſophers. As things here ſtand, to look on 
is the beſt courſe, and the moſt compen- 
dious way to avoid all ſcandall, is to turne 
Atheiſt, 

Good, politique blaſphemy ! pendulous 
Corinthians, e lie whirled about 
with every wind , which bloweth them 
whither it liſteth. Now they turn with the 
ewilſh Seribes,anon with Chriſts Apeſler, 
ere long they change this holy faith, if ei- 
ther a Stoick,chance to diſpute with them, 
or an Epicure to invite them. Sometimes 
they approve highly of the Chriſtian Be- 
diefe, becauſe they ſee, tis back d by the 
ewes owne Prophets, and guarded with 
ſuch armed Legions of convincing argu- 
ments, Again, they remember, that P. 
ganiſm is (orinth's old Religion, and thcit 
giddy brains ſtraight doat upon Anciqui- 
ties. In the mean time, theſe Changelings 
fue none effenre, their ambiguous po- 

res are ſo far from diſpleaſing, that 
you would think $, Pa owne carriage 
| was 
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wis not more abſolute. To the em they 
become plain ewe, to the Grecians Gen- 
tiles; and ( for a ſpurt too) they can be- 
lieve as much, as the moſt firm Apoſtle } 
yet here is the difference: S. Paul altered 
the cloaths of Religion, but theſe men 
change the body. He was content to yield 
in Ceremonies, but theſe (with greater 
eaſe) put off their faith too. Our Apaſtle 
did it, that he might by all means /ave 
ſeme , "theſe, that by no means they may 
diſpleaſe any; and ſo that all be friends no 
matter for ſal vation. 

lt this the way to live inoffenſive? muſt 
the Remedy be worſe then the Diſeaſe it 
felf >- and is there no courſe to cure a 
ſeandal\, but by more horrid Atheiſm? 
If our Faith diſpleaſe, let us anſwer with 
Tertullian, Bone res neminem ſcandali - 
rant, niſi malam mentem, Good meats 
diſpleaſe none, but the diftemperate Pal- 
lates : and muſt the wholeſome diſhes: be 
barr'd the Table, becauſe they offend the 
Aguiſh >no ſcandal, in this caſe, is me- 
dicinable : You know a Phyſician offends 
the ſick, that he may the more ſurely cure 
him, If to do well, cauſe diſcontent, we 
then offend, not againſt men, but their 


errors, and in this regard we are tender 
| 5 to 
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to the Perſons themſelves, when we firike 
down their ignorance. 

There are men of a reſolved opinion, to 
whom S. Paul here writes: for ſure thoſe 
unſettled braines have not more need of 
Phyfick then of an Apoſtle. It is the Apo- 
ſtles Rule, Stand faſt in the faith, andithen 
yet, Give none offence, neither to the Jewes 
Ce. ) | 
A large compaſs to a Cbriſtian man, 
the whole world is made his Theater, his 
Charitie muſt negotiate with all men, 
and ( for his Maſters gain) he muft hold 
commerce with all; even with thoſe that 
hate him too. He is apt enough to pro- 
vide for the Houſhold of Faith; but 
Tewes and Gentiles are made his charge 
£00. - 

It were to be wiſhed, that Saint Pau 
had written theſe words to Rome, becauſe 
(ſure) they never heard of what's here 

ſaid to ( winth: For would they then 
within the fame Walls entertain — 5 
and yet worſhip Images? Would they 
make themſelyes as accurſt by Scandal, 
as the ene, by Infidelity > Nay, 
thats not enough to Worſhip them, 
they mult bee taught to doe wonders 
too, to Croaue, and Weep, and Bleed, 
| that. 
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that the people may be ſure to think ſo 
many Pictures, ſo many Deities. So 


that there's now no better ſport in Rome, 


then to ſee a Picture play a Miracle, and a 
ſlie em diſcover it. 

But is not this Offence the Wiſdome of 
the See? this ſcandal is publick policy, and 
the whole world is beholding to it. For 
the 7eWves- converſion is a ſign too fatall, 


and argues an end, not of their power 
onely, but of the univerſe; and bet- 
ter an-offexce perhaps, then this great diſ- 
ſolution.

thers ; If corruption bear Rule in our 
Courts of Juſtice , & inter lege, dicetur, 
quad Legibus interdicitur (as the ſame Fa-

For obſerve, our Chriſtian liberty con- 
fiſts rather in that we know, then in what 
we do. If we be firmly reſolved, that ſuch 
things: are indifferent, our Freedome te- 
maines untoucht, although for our out- 
ward act, we be either ruled by Decenc), 
or elſe awed by Scandal; though either 
the Princes Sword doth command our 
actions, or the Keyes of the Church di- 
rect them. In the Civil Law, when a 
Setvant received his Freedome, hee 
ſtraight left off to be {laviſh to his Lord;

What equal eye hence diſcries not the 
Chriſtian courſe of our firſt Reformation 
We had to deale wich neither ew. nor 
Centiler,but yet with a Church ſo corrups 
ted / that it was not ſo much a Church is 
corr#/t con, It was indeed, and is molt fouly 
blemiſhti moſt mortal ly deform'd; but yet 
may deſerye the ſame reſpect, that the 
groſſe ſtrangers did. We owe (at leaſt)ſo 
much to Ram Votaries, as the firſt Church 
paid to the ey and to the Gentiles, What 
marvel then; it we reform, and ſo uſe her 
Liturgy ? if we fick rectifie, and then keep 
her Ceremonies ? ſee here, S. Paul (wich 
the ewe commands to abſtaine from 
meats, yet it was for no e wiſb reaſon.

Nor did we chooſe thoſe Rites only be-

Shall our Church gain this reſped 
from ſtrangers, and will we ( het owne 
Sons) offend her?

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Cenſures? A Scandall in an high degree 
It offends thoſe that are weake in the 
Church, and makes them to ſuſpect our 
Doctrine it fel fe, to ſee our Rites ſo que- 
ſtionable ;It abuſes the good that are o- 
bedient, and makes ſome imagine, that 
their filial conſcience is nothing elſe, but 
a time-ſerving policy: It hinders the 
ſtrong too, and — their time, to 
tecalſ a wilfull ſon, which ſhould be ſpent 
to paine a forrein Enemy.

For it is true what Minutia 
hath obſerved : Non minoris eſt ſceleri 
Deum innerare, quam ledere. Becauſe he 
that knows not the might of his Creator, 

mult needs rob him of that glory he de 
ſerves by it. To prevent ſo great a ſinne, 
God hath ſhewed himſelfe no leſs ready to 
manifeſt, then to »/e his power. 

1. He hath given us his ſcriptures( the 
moſt faithfull Commentaries both of his 
frength and iſdom) and leſt that unbe- 
liefe ſhould keep us ſtil worſe then igno- 
rant, he makes it ſelf its Agent; that ſo, 
by the teſtimony of fo familiar an 1«f0r- 
mer, bis Werd may appeare as full of pro- 
bability, as falyation. He might have 
done by Cbriſt as he did by Moſer, both

ſinner. And therefore, leſt we ſhould deem 
God like King Saul (that ſpared the fai- 
reſt, and the fatteſt of the Amalekires, 
and put the leaſt and worſt tothe Sword) 
S. Peter makes it plain, (2 Epiſt.3. 9.) non 
vult aliquem perire, God would not have 
any one to periſh, but to come to the 
knowleds of the Truth. Unnaturall Cain 
when he had ſlain his brother Abel, and 
that his conſcience ſo ſtung him, as that 
he feared every one that met him would 
haye done as much to him; God ſet a 
marke upon him that he ſhould. not die. 
Treacherous 7#das, when he had ſinned 
in betraying the Jnxocext bloud, and had 
laid his hands (his bloudy. hands)upon 
himſelfe; when he had ſo done, the 


Holy Ghoſt faith ( As. 2. 25.) Abiit in

6. The neglect and contempt of his 
Grace, is the cauſe why every one 
doth not come to Heaven; and 

not any privative Decree, Counſel, 
or determination of God. 

Theſe fix I will breifly diſcuſs, and ſo 
com mend you to the Grace of God. 

For the firſt, Almigty God at 
the Creation, when he tooke a view of 
all his Creatures (as men ule t o do, that 
have newly drawne an Image, they view 
and pry to ſee what is amiſſe in it) it 
ſeemes, when he looked upon them 
he found they were Good; and when 
Man was made, behold, They were 
very Good, Gen. 1. 31. Now if God had 
caff a way man before hehad ſinned ; (not 
in eye to ſin, but in abſolute judgment) 
the malicious would have cried; the King- 
dome of od is worſe then the kingdome of 
Sat ax, For Satan is not divided againſt Sa- 
tan, & Beltebub the Prince of Devils doth 


not caſt out Devils Matt, 12. 26. But by 
H 3 this 
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this Device. 1pſa bonitar, Goodneſle it 
ſelfe is divided againſt goodneſſe; the 
Goodneſſe of the Creator againſt the 
Goodneſſe of the Creature; God is at 
defiance with his owne Creature and 
Image; the Fountaine of Goodneſſe 
that Cod did ſee in Man, what was it, but 
R adius divine boni tai, a beam of that 
Goodnefſe, which iſſueth from the Foun: 
taine God himſelfe? 


Secondly, God's Hate does not ariſe as 
his Love doth : for his Love ariſeth of 
and from himſelfe. For being all beautifull 
and glorious ( which cannot be but all 
lovely and amiable within) and ſeeing 
himſelſe, cannot but love and like himſelſeʒ 
o that, he hath in him to move him to 

Love, but he hath not in him to move 
kim to Hare; but that commeth from 
without, and there is nothing from with: 
dut which God hateth, but „in. The man 
of fin had fo much goodneſſe, as to ſay;
